PHILA DELPHIA, Pa., October 21.—At today’s 

session of the annual convention { 
of the Na- 
tiona] wholesale drug association, the com- 
mittee on membership reported that among 
other things, they found a general desire 
among the trade that the association shall 
take active efforts to secure the removal of 
the tax on spirits, as used in pharmacy and 
the arts; aleo tosecure the repeal of the spe- 
cial license imposed upon retail and whole. 
sale druggists for the sale of spirits, which 
reduces their business to a par 
with that of liquor dealers. The ra- 
port was eccepted. James Richardson, St. 
Louis, offered a resolution,which was adooted 
increasing the annual dues from $10 to $15, 
the extra $5 to be devoted to the formation of 
a benevolent fund. 

President Meyer then delivered his annual 
address. Referring to the effect of the general 
stagnation in the business of the drug trade, 
and recommending that a special committee 
be appointed of three members, to devise a 
plan by which a suitable person shall bo en- 
geged to investigete all articles placed on the 
market, to ascertain whether they areof prop- 
er quality or not, and that the ass ciation as- 
sume the expenses resulting therefrom. 

The nominating committee presented the 
following report, which was adopted: For 
president, Mr. Mahlon, Philadelphia; vice 
presidents, A. H. Jones, Philadelpnia; James 
C. Richardson, St. Louis; J. L. Bird, Boston; 
Chsrics H. Pettit, Louisville; F.. H Paxon, 
Kenses City; treasurer, 8. M. Strong, Cleve- 
land ; secretary, A. B. Merriam, Minneapolis; 
board of control, James C. Richardson, St. 
Louis; D. R. Noyes, 8t. Paul; Charles Osgood, 
Norwich, Conn.; J. W. Rankin, Atlanta, Ga.; 
J. 8. Perrard, Detroit. ; 

After the adoption of the report, President 
Kline tovk thg chair and addressed the con- 
vention, 

W. H. Rater, New York, chairman of the 
committee on commercial travellers, pre- 
sented the report. Reterring to the evils 
which have crept into the drug trade through 
overproduction and competition, and to the 
rerponsibility of the commercial traveller, the 
committee thought that while commercial 
traveling could not be abolished, the condi- 
tions that lead to such disappointing and 
profitiess results could be modified. 

The committee on transportation reported 
through Chairman H.-H. Miller, 8’. 
Louis, a Ilopg report declaring that 
the subject of transportation and 
railroad regulation has now becone 
ab important problem before the people, in- 
volving as itdoes, 20 many diversified inter- 
ests, emong which the drug trade is deeply ia- 
terested : that congress should in- 
terfere and protect the rights of all; 
that state legislation vesting cartain 
questionable, and in many cases, undefined 
powers in the hands ot rsilroad commissioners 
hes utterly failed to accomplish its ends, and 
protect the public; thatthe national whola- 
sale drug aesociation would look with faver 
upon the pasesge by congress of the inter- 
state commerce bill, establishing a national 
board of raijroad commissioners to cive effect 
to the laws which are or may be placed in the 
etatuie book, and that ‘‘We favor the enact- 
ment of Jaws compelling transportation com- 
psvies to base their charges upon the cost and 
riek of service. instead of the theory enunciat- 
ed by them, namely, what the traflic will 
bear.’”’ The report was accepted.

THE CHINESE MUST GO, 


THE TROUBLES IN WASHINGTON 
TRRRITORY. 


Governor Squire Makess Report of the Stateol Af. 
fairs—The Knights of Labor Fom mtiag 
Trouble— The Chinees Ordered to Leave 
4erritory by the First of November, 


WasuHinoton, October 21.—Governor Watson 
Squire, Washington territory, has sent a 
special report to the secretary of the interior 
upon the anti Chinese agitation in that terri- 
tory. The governor says there has been much 
agitation on the subject of forcing the Chinese 
residents to leave the country, particularly in 
the counties bordering on Puget sound, Sev« 
eral public meetings have been held, at which 
were present delegates of the Knights of La- 
bor, and violent and incendiary speeches were 
made. The principal point for the demostra- 
tion has been at Seattle, and there has been a 
great deal of agitation at Tacoma. Thug far 
there has been no outbreak, 


though serious trouble has been threatened. 
The persons accused of killing the Chinese 
hop pickers near Seattle have been arrested, 
and are now in jail under indictment for mur- 
der in the first degree. trong efforts have 
been made to intimidate the Chinese em. 
ployes atthe Franklin and New Castle coal 
mines, and many ofthe Chinese are leaving 
These places are now quist, but the coal com- 
panies areanxious in regard to the safety of 
their property. The.Chinese consul at San 
Francisco, wes informed that the persons 
eccused of murdering the Chinese 
bad been arrested. The governor saya 
it hes been hie desire to maintain order with- 
cut the employment of troops by the govern- 
ment, and a strong organization of the better 
class of citizens at Seattle has arrayel itself 
under the law for the preservation of peace, 
The situation has been improving from day to 
day, and it is concluded that no necessity ex- 
iets for calling upon the military arm of the 
government. It 1s not improbable that other 
developments on the part of the lawless ele- 
ment may occur on or about Novem- 
ber Ist, when the period al- 
lowed by the anti-Chinese committtees 
for the Chinese to vacate will expire. If seri- 
ous trouble arises the secretary will be noti- 
fied by telegrepb, and if troops should he re- 
quired there is smple force at Vancouver bar- 
racks, within a few houra’; journey of the dis- 
turbed locality. 


The Millers to Shut Dowa. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 21.—Tane Mil- 
lers’ essociation has voted to shut down the 
first of November. The reason given i3 that 
they cannot pay the present prices for wheat 
and sell their flour in the east on the basis of 
the advanced rate, They must either get 
cheaper freight rates or buy cheaper wheat 
The millers claim to be running at a loss now, 
end unless the relative prices of wheat and 
flour come nearer together, the only course 
leit will be to atop milling flour. 

Whisky Advances in Price. 

Cixctnsati, October 21 —There was a sharp 
and sudden advence in the price of whisky 
today from $1.05 to $1.07, and the basis for 
finisbed goods was raised from $1 03 to $1.07. 
The occasion for this was that the Signature 
Miil Creek distillery company, the last to 
hold out, had been obtained for the formation 
of anew pool. H. B. Miller, the president of 
the former association, has beeu asked to cail 
s meeting immediately to put the new organ- 
izatick in operation.

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BLOODY DUELIN LAURENS, 


Crime Runnicg Kampart in the Palmetto 
State, 

GREENVILLE, 8; C., October 21.—[Special.]—Lau- 
rens County comes to the front once more with a 
bloody tragedy. Intelligence has just reached 
here ofa fatal fight in Waterloo, Laurens county, 
on Monday, between Edward Crisp and William 
Bryson. Crisp and Bryson are from the most 
highly respected families in the county. It is 
im porribte to obtain full particulars of the cause 
which led to this fatal encounter, but the meager 
news rumored on the streets reveal the following 
facts: 

Mr. Crisp, it seems, had occasion to ride to the 
hovee of Mr. Bryson. Whether to renew some 
former difficulty or not, cannot possibiy be ascer. 
tained, but while there, their passions bscame 
pretty well heated, and the conversation resulted 
in @m altercation.

| TWO FATAL EXPLOSIONS | 


A BLUNDERING MINER’S TERRIBLE 
MISTAKB, 


He Goes Isto ean Abandoned Chamber with His 
Lamp Exposed.and an Explosion Follows - 
Fourteen Persons Killed—The Detaiis of 
the Tragedy—A Horrible Sight. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., October 21.—A terrific 
explosion of gas took place in No. 2 slope, 
Delaware and Hudeon coal company, at Ply- 
mouth, this mornirg, caused bya miner who 
entered the abandoned portion of the slope, 
which was marked dangerous, with a naked 
lamp upon bia head. One man, Denis Titus, 
is dead, and feurteen are frightfully burned. 
Moet these, it is thought, cannot recover. 

The miner who went into the abandoned 
opening and fired the gas that caused the ex- 
plosion with fatal results at No. 2 shaft, was 
Peter Zelintzky. There were two explosions. 
The first was ot gas, which was followed by 
another, sweeping everything before it, send- 
ing the flame of freupthe slope and above 
the fan house, and knocking the shingles and 
timbers from the breaker 400 feet above the 
solid earth. Zelintzky was notkilled, but was 
removed from the slope with only his boots on, 
and no bair on his head, but was otherwise unin 
jured. The scene that ensued was terrible. The 
victims ofthe disaster lay in every direction. 
Titus was instantly killed, and when found 
lay 200 feet awey from his kit of tools, which 
he was examining at the time of the explo- 
sion. When the gas was ignited, all the men 
in the slope were violently thrown to the 
ground or against the car, or ribs of the gang- 
wey. The lights on their heads were extiu- 
guished by the shock of the second explosion, 
ard all were inconfusion, making their way 
tbrough the flames afd managing with great 
difficulty to resch a place of safety. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the dead thus. far, and also 
oftheinjured. The dead are:

The four last named are in a terribly bad 
condition, and cannot survive, The others 
are borribly burned and inhaled tha flamas to 
such an extent that their injuries are also con- 
sidered fatal. 

The worst anticipations of the physicians 
attending the wounded in the mine explosioa 
today, are being-realized. Thomas Coilins, a 
miner, apd Anthony Spinnette and John 
Levitzsky, Polish laborers, have died, making 
tour deaths thus far. 


THE EBPISCOPAL CONGRESS. 


A Speech by Caren Farrar—Debating oa 
the Tariff. 

New Haves, October 21.—The officers o' 
the Episcopal church congress which began 
its tenth annual session here yesterday, p-o- 
nounce the eession a great success. At the 
morning seseion teday, the topic discussed was 
‘Grounds of Church Unity.”’ Bishop Coxe, of 
western New York, held that all the schemes 
forthe unity of the Episcopal church With 
other churches bad always been faulty, aad 
he cited instances supporting his as-ertion. 
Heeraid: **Noultramontane Romanist caa bea 
a true American. He keeps no taith with 
heretics. The Episcopal church asks the 
otberchurcbes why they forfeit their connec- 
tion with the body of the church. We wiil 
sbow a trustworthy love, but we shall uphold 
the primitive examplein al! things, or else 
forfeit our right toour name. Let usnotcom. 
promise truth asthe :awof continuity. In 
working out this principle of unity we must 
start out with the apostolic and Nicene basis 
of Christianity.”’ 

Cannon Farrar argued that the principle 
grounds for unity were: 

First, the unity of heart and soul amid diver- 
gences of epinion and variations of practices; 
second,Christ’s commandments, sogoifen receated 
in Christians, so often belied in their actioas— 
loveone another; third, that faits withio its 
highest sense hed toSt. Paul no other meaning 
than oneness with Christ. 

The jest ground on which I will touch isthat it 
is essential to the prosperity of the churca of 
Christ. While we are disputing and wrangliiog 
often atout theu ncertain, often about iniiuitely 
little, the enemy is at our gates, — 

This evening the question discussed was the 
“Ethics of the Tariff Question.”” General 
Tremain, of New York, ridiculed 
Prof. Sumner, Yale’s free trader, as an ex: 
pounder of tree trade unable to formulate a 
revenue system in accordance with his views. 
Charles Heber Clarke, of Philadelpbia, said 
the duty ef the government is to fiad how to 
best improve its own people, and 
finding this, to adhere to it, 
rot forsuking its own people 
for the benefit of others. He eeverely ar 
raigned the free trade policy of England say 
ing thatIréland and India were the only 
countries where free trade had full sway, and 
these countries are se esgenanee swept by 
famine. He compared the working classes of 
Evgland and America, maintaining that the 
former were the lowesi of any civilized 
nation, while ours wers better moral'ly 
and intelligently. This wide difference 
showed the results of free trade and protection. 
Bishop Dudley, of Kentucky, advocated iree 
trade, because he believed. it to be a good law. 
Heireated the question from a moral stand- 
point. Professor Wm. G. Sumner, of Yale 
college, wes the first volunteer speaker. The 
ethics of the tariff were based, besaid, on the 
simple statement. “Thou shalt not steal.” 
The professor severely criticized the protec- 
tioriet thecry, and atthe conclusion of his 
address, received a perfectovation. — 

Dr. Courtney, of Boston, antagonized the 
theory of Mr. Clarke, that free tradein [reland 
and India was responsible ‘or the calamitous 
situation in those countries. In 
the course of his argument he 
intimated that the persons making 
the staiement were breaking the ninth ccm- 
mandmert. This created adecided breeze. 
Clarke was given permission to make 
& personal explanation. Talis ree 
sulted in @ lively tilt between 
hin self snd Dr. Courtney. Clarke-wished to 
repel, the charge of false statement. He said, 
aitbough be might not have as widea repu- 
tation as the gentleman from Bostor, still he 
weuld like it distinctly understood that so far 
es he was known, his reputation was just.as 
gecd. An attempt was made to suppress 
tbe speaker by points of order, 
and & personal explanation. ‘the 
audience took sides, and for a minute it looked 
es if a derk cloud hungover the hitherto 
hermonious meeting. The presiding officer, 
bowever, wes equal tothe occasion, and im- 
peratively closed the discussion.

The Greek king’s speech at the opening of 
the chamber of deputies on Friday next is ex- 
pected to be warlike in its tenor. 

The Bulgarians on outpost duty on the 
frontier province of Adrianople have com mit- 
ted various outrages, and ki:led a peasant, 
who was crossing the frontier. 

The garrison in Phillipopolis numbering 
2,000 men, and one thousand Macedonia 
volunteers, started for the Servian 
frontier They will go by rail to Tasaremy, 
and thence the rest of the way on foot. The 
several divisions of the armv assembled on 
the Roumelian frontier have been ordered to 
fall back to resist the Servians, who on Mon- 
day edvanced to Ager. The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment depends upon the powers to prevent 
Turkey trom commencing hostilities, and 
urges an alliance between Satearts and Tur- 
key as the best guarantee for the preservation 
of the Ottoman empire. 

A dispatch to the Times from Nissa says 
the preparations for war are incessant, sig- 
nificent movements of troops being made, 
The correepondents are not allowed to give 
details. 

King Milan gave as the reason for refusing 
to receive the Bulgarian envoy that diplomatic 
relations between Servia and Bulgaria had 
been severed.

Lhe Liberal Deputies Gaina Point Against 
the Government, 


Srry or Mexico, October 21.—The liberal 
ceputies, in opposition to the government, got 
a vote through the lower house requesting the 
government to render an account of the recent 
eales of national lands.

They demand an oral explanation 
ofthe recent land sales. Much excitement 
in political circle existe.

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LANGUAGE OF FISHES. 
Some seasons ago I was on a fishing trip on 
: the New England coast, and some one hauled 
up & dogfish, a small shark about twe feet long. 
It slid under the box upon which I was sitting, 
and very soon there came a bark so exactly 
like that of a Per dog that, not knowing of 
the dogfish, I asked the skipper why he 
didn’t bring the dog on deck. He informed 
me that { was sitting over it, and on hauliag 
tout, it gave utterance to a series of barks 
that would have done credit to the best of shore 
barkere. 

The skipper of this craft told moe that there 
was ro doubt that black fish (a cetacean) ut- 
tered cries, as he had heard them on more 
then ore occasion. : : 

THE GROANING SCULPIN. 

Of our northern fishes, none exceed the 
common sculpin in its vocal objections when 
hauled in on the line. Some seem surprised 
at being caught, and double themselves up 
ard straighten out with a jerk, uttering a 
oud grunt at the same time. Again, they 
give outa number of short grants in succes- 
sion, 6s if appealing to the captor to let them 
go. At a plece called York, on the Maine 
cosst, they occur in vast numbers, so that at 
high tide the bottom is almost covered with 
them, and perbaps the most remarkable 
feature is their curious variation in color, 
hard/y two being found alike, and among the 
threrg I ncticed one alnfost pure white—a 
partiai Aibino. 

A REGULAR HOWLER. 

Ure of the most remarkable sound-making 
or musical fishes isthe great drum fish. or 
Pogoviss chromis, common on our western 
cotet, snd more than once the crews of vessels 
have bren astonished atthe curious sounds 
that came up from the sea. A vessel that was 
lyirg oft the coast becslmed some years ago 
wes surrounded by aregular band of fishes, 
thet uttered the most remarkable sounds— 
now 4 shriek would rise, then a groan, follow- 
ed by numerous grunts, the rushing of steam, 
the hiss of boiling water, mutiled 
tones! adrum,and even the clanging of a 
deep toned bell, were some of the remarkable 
BoUnCs that rose from this musical school of 
finuy singers. Humboldt, the great observer 
of natures! phenomena, dwells upon the ra- 
Mérkable sounds that came from a school of 
fish that eurrounded the vessel. Oae of the 
Most remarkable sounded like the twangiag 
of a gigantic harp, while others were so joud 
apd startling that the men were alarmed, fear- 
ing that an explosion was about to occur from 
folie submarine volearo.

THE IRISH VOTE IN NEW YORK, 

Governor Hill's chances for re-election de- 
pend very largely upon the Irish yote, Up 
to last fall it had usually been cast almost 
eolidly tor democratic candidates. Last fall 
it was divided. A keen observer of politics 
in New York thusanalyzes the vote of last 
November in his state: 

The Mugwump vyote was much over-~estimated, 
and the Irish yote much vunder-estimated. As 
nearly asi can figure itout by an inspection of 
the election precincts, there were about 15,000 
Mugwumps—not one more. The natural demo: 
cratic majority in the state is about 15,000, There 
were 24°00 prohibition yotes, and 5,000 only of 
thet number were from theydemocratic party. 
This made 14 000 more votes to overcome. There 
were 5,000 Arthur men who voted for Cleveland. 
There were 7,000 Conkling followers who did the 
game. That is in round numbers 56,000 votes that 
Blaine had to make up from some source in order 
te be even with Mr. Cleveland, He was not quite 
even, but be was near enouch so that it would be 
safe to bet a fortune that not icss than 50,000 Irish 
@emocrats voted for him. 

Bow many of these! Irish democrats will 
vote for Mr. Carr, a Catholic, and for the rest 
of his ticket?’ The general opinion is that 
very few will do so; but still the question is 
in considerable mystery and doubt, and it is 
everywhere regarded as an important prob- 
Jem in the approaching election. 

If the Irish democrats return solidly to the 
democratic camp, Governor Hil! will easily 
have a majority of 60,000 below the Harlem 
viver-—that is, in New York, Brooklyn and 
the adjacent island counties. New York 
would give 45,000, and Brooklyn 10,000 ma- 
jerity, Diaine’s majority above the Harlem 
river was 55,000, and l)avenport certainly 
eannot get over 56000 majority where Bilaina, 
in a year of great excitement and close can- 
vaming, had $8,000. This would leave a ma- 
jority, or ratber plurality, in ;fayorof Mr. 
Hil), of not less than 10,000 votes. The mar- 
gin is not large, but ifit holds ood, it will 
be just a2 satisiactory asa larger one would

large. The republicans will have a majority 
of 4 on joint ballot, even if the democrats 
gain the whole Hamilton county delegation, 
consisting of four senators ‘and ten repre- 
sentatives. 

The house consists of 110 members, and 
the republicans have 55 of that number, and 
the democrats 42' not counting the members 
from Hamilton. In any event, the republi- 
cans will have 6 majority inthe house. There 
are all told 37 senators, and outside of Ham- 
ilton county, 17 republicans and 1 demo- 
crats have been elected. The democrats will 
haye 3 msjority in the senate, if the demo- 
cratic legislative ticket of Hamilton stands 
at the head of the poll. In joint ballot the 
two houses number /47, a majority being “i. 
Outside of Hamilton the democrats haye 
72 and therepublicans’5. The result in 
Hamilion will not, therefore, prevent the 
election of a republican to succeed Mr. John 
Sherman, It might, however, prevent the 
re-election of Mr. Sherman: for if two repub- 
licans refuse to support him, some other re- 
publican will have to be brought in. 

In view of Mr. Foraker’s plurality of 17,009, 
itmay seem stranve that the legislature 
should be so closely balanced; buat it will 
not seem strange if the facts is recalled that 
the last legislature undid the gerrymander 
that the republicans had long proiited by, 
substituting a mild,and not altogether un- 
reasonable one, of theirown. And the good 
fruits of their work will be appreciated if the 
comocrats retain contro! of the senate; be- 
cause, in that event, no mischievous partizan 
work cam be accomplished by the house and 
exécutiys. se 

AN ARKANSAS REFORMER, 

The town of Pocahontas, ,Arkansa22, has 
passed through several cyclones, but it was 
never thoroughly shaken up until the pro- 
hibition excitement struck the place seversl 
weeks ago. 

Since the introduction of this maddening 
question the good people of Pocahontas seem 
to have lost their heads. The citizens are 
divided into two camps, the ‘wet’ and the 
“dry.’’ Tosay that party feeling runs high, 
is putting it altogether too miidly. The 
“wets denounced the ‘dry’ men as hypo- 
crites, cranks and nihilists, andthe “dry” 
menin turn scored the ‘‘wets’’ as knayes, 
murderers and the deyil’s own imps. 

Foremest in the prohibition ranks stood 
Editor Bearden. in his weekly paper, the 
Herald, he poured hot shot into the ‘liqaor 
men until they coulji stand it no longer. 
One day lart week the [young bloods of the 
town organized themselves intoa mob and 
marched into the Herald oilice with the 
avowed purpose of gutting it. In the sanc- 
tum they found old man Bearden, The 
leaders of the mob announced their inten- 
tions, and things bevan to look squally. 

Old man Bearden protested that he wasold 
enough to bethe father of any man inthe 
mob. Then he pulled off his coat. Henext 
remarked that he wasa man of peace. He 
followed up this eilort at conciliation by 
taking a couple of six shooters from his desk. 
Then he covered his assailants with his artil- 
lery and proceeded to makea ‘‘dry’ speech. 
The liquor men Gid not care to listen toa 
temperance lecture, but what could they do’ 
While they were meditatiny, and wishing 
themselves safely ont of the Herald sanctum, 
the sheriff of the county walked in and ar- 
rested the whole gang. 

At last accounts everything was peaceful 
in Pocahontas. It is tacitly admitted there 
by both parties that ballots are better than 
bullets.

THE WATER ON THE FIRE. 

The men from fire company No.1 attached a 
line of hose to a plug injfront of the Piedmont 
houseand led the hose into the basement through 
the alley. Another company entered the building 


from Alabama atreet witha stream, and auother 
entered through the alley irom Loyd street. Ia 
less than five minutes after the fire bell rang the 
alarm three strong streams were being thrown on 
the fire. The smoke by this time was stifling 
and ior nearly a quarter of an hour the baitle be- 
tween the fire and water was close. The 
FIREMEN FOUND GREAT DIFFICULTY 
in remaining in the buildingand were compelicd 
to Crop near the floor frequently to obtain a little 
air that was not freighted with smoke, The hay 
inthe basement was well fired. It was fortu- 
nately baled hay and the fire was compelled to 
consume asolid, bulky substance, The fire began 
in the front part ofthe basement, but made re- 
markebly rapid progress, The blaze would shoot 
np one instant and inthe next would die away 
or be lost to view in the heavy, thick, black 
smoke.

It was insured above the loss. 

Mersrs. Mickleberry & Lewis had a large stock

Wright Hitch—The Rusalt, 

Tom Johnson, well kuowa in Atlanta and 
among the horsemen of Tennessee and Kentucky, 
was considerably brufsed up by Patroiman Wright 
yesterday afternoon. 

The difficulty between the two men occurred 
near ©. P, Johnson’s saloon on Decatur street. 

The real facts in the case will be known only 
after a trial in court. The statements are so con- 
flicting that no conclusion can be drawa until the 
sworn testimony is heard. 


It appears, however, that Mr, Johnson was 
walking up Decatur street with Horace Hardin, a 
friend. When near Johnson’s bar they encounter- 
ed two negro men, one of whom ran against Mr. 
Jobnson. Mr, Johnson has —_ gotten up from a 
sick bed, and the collision shook him up consid- 
erably, and irritated him so 
he rebuked the negro for not iving 
more of the sidewalk. ie negro replied in an 
extremely insolent manner, and Mr. Johuson 
‘Struck him, This brought on a difficulty between 
the two negroes and the two white meu. The 
negrocs were drinking, and the noise they made 
atiracted the attention of Patrolman Wright, 
who came and arrested the megroes. 
After the negroes had been arrested Patrolman 
Wright turned to Mr. Johnson to arrest him, and 
just here the statements of the parties concerned 
and the witnesses vary so much that only a trial 
will reveal the\facts, At any rate Mr. Johnson and 
Patro) man ae could not agree as to ‘the 
terms Of surrender,’’ and the patrolman, inac: 
complishing the arrest, struck Mr, Johuson twice 
over the right eye with his stick.

York, October 22.—A meetiog of jthe 
Be ribers to the fund of $250,000, which was 
eth in 1880-1881, &# the benofit of General 
a ant, wO8 beld in the office of Oliver Hoyt 
piesiterD 000. Early in the present month 
 waaler wes issued by George Jones, editor 
aige Times, as trenturer of the fond, asking 
: awbone of the eubecribers to attend this 
% ecting, 2nd to determine whet tuture dispo- 
are gbou!d be made of the fend. Mr. Hoyt 
2 Jones, the two surviving trustees, 
gated t eubtiit “a report “of their 
 atewardebip and be relieved of 
farther responsibility. There ware 
 gpout $80 su becrivers to the fund, and all but 
ten or twelve of them were represented at to- 
meeting. Those who were present, were 
Noah Davis, C. P. Huntington, Oliver 
ys, Goorg® Jones, Jey Gould, Russel Sage, 
Sidney Dillon, J. H. Sherwood, 8. H. Wales, 
gndd. T. Terry, and Henry Day, execator of 
thogstate of the late E. D. Morgan. Mark 
Ww. A. Wheelock, R. M. H6e, Jr., rap- 
pesenting David Dows, Howard, Carroll and 
General A. G. McCook. -?. 
| Mr. Wales presided, and briefly explained 
‘the object of the meeting. 6. L. Caffo d acted 
gp secretary. Mr. Jones said the proper tims 
‘had come for the subscribers to make some 
dispesition of the irust fuod for the benefit of 
widow and children of General Grant. It 


: had been suggested that the fund be handed 


ever to Mre. Grant. Both Mr. Hoyt and him- 
gif were anxious to be rrlieved of their trust. 
My. Jones said he bad deferred 
calling the meeting until the summer 
vacation season was over, in order that there 
might be as large an attendance ag possible, 


He bed made no effort to see any of the sub- 


seribers, but a large number of proxies had 
been seut him, representing almost seven. 
sighte of the amount subscribed. He read a 
few of the letters and telegrams, and submit- 
ied them al] for the :nspsction of the sub- 
seribers who were present 

After Mr. Jones bad concluded his state- 
ment, Henry Dey asked to seo the original 
subscription book, which was handed to him. 


‘MY. Day was under the impression that the 


gonditions of the subscriptions had provided 
for the ultimate disposition of the fund. — 
Jay Gould said that when he subscribed 
$25,000 to the fund, it was with the under- 
finding that the fand was to be deposited 
with the United States trust company, and 
theta mecting of subscri»ers was to be called 
to determine how the money should be in- 
vested. | 
Mr. Jones seid thas he bad no recollection 
e@fevy such understanding. He said this 
Meciing had beencalled for the purpose of 


‘gpabling the subscribers to say what they 


wanted dons with the fund. There had been 
a good deal of talk about the fund in ths 
hewseps pers lately, and some 
criticism of the trustees 
Both of the trustees desired that the exact 


condition of the fund should be clearly uader- 
stood, and then they wanted to be relieved of 
their revep 


sibility. Atv uo tems stacs ths 
fund wes invested, had General Grant’sta nily 
leiled to receive the interest promptly on tis 
dey it was due. It mattered not whether the 
interest was or was pot paid to the trasiaes, 
every time it fell due the trustees sav that 
General Grant’s family got their money with- 
out any deley. The bonds of the Wabash 
rsilrced, in which the grester part 
fand was invested, boreten yoar's guarantee 
of the late ex-Governor Morgan, and the trus- 
tees cor sidered that invesimeut perfectly good. 

Mr. Gould remarked that the fund ought to 
hsve been invested in government bonds. 

Mr. Jones said: “Well, it was Mr. Gould 
who told me that those Wabash bonds were as 
good as govervments.” 

Mr. Gould could not remember that he had 
éyor given any such assuiance. 

“Oh, yes, you did,” said Mr. Jones, “I dis- 
like to contradict you; but that is just what 
you told me.”’ 

Mr. Sage and Mr. Gould desired to know 
whether a statement could not be submitted, 
showing exactly how the funds had been in- 
vested. 

“Certainly,” said Mr. Jones.

Would be yieldinganineome. While we were 
looking around for a good andsecure invest- 
ment, Governor Morgan suggested that we 
take some consolidated mortgage bonds of the 
Wabash railro.d that he had. Both Mr. 
Jones and myselt declined to take those se 


| curities. Then Governor Morgan suggested 


‘thet the fund be invested in 7 csnt 
cobvertible first mortgage bonds 
Othe wabash Company. Neither Mr. Jones
